Mrs. Wood is the wife of one of the most 
guccessfu] and prominent planters in that 
gection of Paulding county. He is a pro- 
gressive man and finds it necessary to be 


away from home a good deal. He and his 


family are close readers of the papers, and | 


of course have not overlooked the many 
assaults upon defenseless women through- 
put the south by law-defying negroes. : 

More than once the matter has been 
discussed by the man and his wife, and 
as a precaution, Mr. Wood taught his 
wife how to handie the pistol and the 
gun and has kcpt good weapons with- 
4n her reach at all times when he was 
@way from home. 


Realizing the danger of firearms if she 
“were at all careless, it was Mrs. Wood's 
custom to keep her winchester in one place 
at all times. This was near the head of 
ther bed. 

Thursday Mr. Wood found ft necessary to 
leave home. He knew he could not return 
‘until late at night, and so informed his 
wife. At the usual hour Mrs. Wood, after 
seeing that the doors and windows of her 
home were all securely locked, retired. Her 
‘winchester was near her bed, and though 
inlone, she felt no uneasiness and soon fell 
Bsleep. How long she slept she does not 
iknow, but it must have been late in the 
fight when she was awakened dy a noise 
ft one of the windows of her bedroom. The 
fo0om was dark, but outside there was some 
Pent, the night being clear.

Raleigh, N. C., May 19.—(Special.)—Elijah 
Joyner and Cephas Langley, the negroes 
charged with murdering a young clerk 
named Turnage and robbing and burning 
a store in Pitt county, were brought here 
and jailell this evening to save them from 
lynchers. They were first taken from 
Greenville to Washington, Beaufort county, 
but were not considered safe there, and 
80 were brought here. Both are powerful 
men. Joyner fully confesses and says 
Langley struck the first blow. Their ob- 
ject was to get $2,000, which they thought 

was in a safe in the store. 


WANT THE OFFICE RESTORED. 


People of Lake City, S. C., Have Trou- 
ble in Mailing Letters. 
Columbia, S. C., May 19.—({Special.)—Con- 
gressman James Norton is going to Wash- 
ington to endeavor to presuade the post- 
office department to restore the postoffice at 
Lake City, discontinued when the, Post- 
master Baker, was murdered.

Tallahassee, Fla., May 19.—(Special.)—

railroad officer, employee or agent shall 
issue a free pass, except as provided in the 
act, and the penalty for issuing or accept- 
ing such pass shall not exceed four years in 
the county jail or a fine of $600.

He stated that he was 
visiting Texas by command of President 
McKinley to make an investigation of the 
agricultural condition and resources of the 
state. He said that he had visited the 
Texas cane fields, the rice fields and to- 
bacco fields and had found on every hand 
evidences of the greatest prosperity.

WAITED LONG TIME TO ACT. 


CAROLINIANS ARE ARRESTED ON 
COMPLAINT OF A NEGRO. 


They Are Charged with Intimidating 
Voters at the Election Last 
Fall. 


Greenville, N. C., May 19.—At this place, 
fully seven months after the state elec- 
tion, fifteen of the best citizens of the town 
and vicinity were arrested and brought 
before United States Commissioner Or- 
mond on the charge of consiring to pre- 
vent the casting of votes by four negrves 
at a precinct about two miles north of 
Greenville in the election referred to. 

The arrests were made on information 
apparently furnished by a negro so illit- 
erate that his mark instead of autograph, 
appears on the affidavit in evidence. The 
negro himself declares, however, that he 
did not Know what he was signing, as the 
paper was not read to him; that he does 
not Know the parties and is wholly igno- 
rant of the affair in which the affidavit 
declares they figured. He says, in con- 
clusion, that he was told to make his 
mark, and that he did so without any idea 
of what it involved. 

The case was called this morning at 10 
o'clock. It progressed slowly all day, and 
will contnue tomorrow. Eight witnesses 
were examined for the prosecution today, 
seven populists and one negro. 


CONFERENCE ON TRUSTS SURE. 


Invitations Sent Out by Civil Federa- 
tion Are Being Accepted. 

Chicago, May 19.—Responses to the invi- 
tations sent out by the civil federation for 
the conference to be held June 26th to 29th 
On combinations and trusts have already 
begun coming in. Governor McLaurin, of 
Mississippi, heartily indorses the confer- 
ence and has named Hon. J. W. Cutter, 
Clarksdale, Miss.; John Sharp Williams, 
Yazoo City, Miss., and Frank Burkitt, of 
Okolona, Miss., as delegates. 

T. S. Smith, attorney general of Texas, 
writes:

WILL INTRODUCE AUTOMOBILES. 


Seventeen Companies Are Incorporated 


in Trenton, N. J. 

Trenton, N. J., May 19.—Seventeen elec- 
tric vehicle transportation companies were 
incorporated here today. These companies 
were formed by the Whitney-Elkins-Wide- 
ner syndicate to operate automobiles in as 
many different states. Each of the compa- 
nies has an authorized capital of $100,000 
except the one formed for the District of 
Columbia, which has an authorized capital 
of $6,000,000. The capital, with this latter 
exception, is supposed to be merely a nomli- 
nal amount to be increased later. 

The several states for which these com- 
panies are formed are: 

Tennessee, Georgia, Ohio, Kentucky, New 
Jersey, Louisiana, Delaware, California, 
Michigan, Minnesota, Iowa, Maryland, 
Wisconsin, Indiana, Missouri, Virginia and 
the District of Columbia. 


KRUGER INCLINES TO PEACE. 


Says There Was No Evidence the Pris- 
oners Were British Officers. 
London, May 19.—In the House of com- 
mons today the secretary of state for the 
colonies, Mr. Chamberlain, gave the names 
and the identity of the men arrested at 

Johannesburg. 

‘ All of them, excepting Tremlett and Fries, 
were former non-commissioned officers in 
the British army. He added that President 
Kruger had informed the British agent at 
Pretoria that there was no proof that the 
prisoners were British officers and that 
in any case the incident would not be al- 
lowed to disturb the friendly relations 
existing. | 

Was Done by Boers. 

London, May 20.—The Johannesburg cor- 
respondent of The Morning Post says that 
facts which have arisen since the arrest 
of the former British officers on a charge 
of conspiracy to promote a rising in the 
Transvaal leave no doubt that the alleged 
plot was “engineereq by Boer officials to 
divert attention from the real demdnds of 
the Uitlanders.” 


ANDREE LETTER. NOT FOUND. 


Copenhagen Has No Knowledge of the 
Reported Find. 
Copenhagen, May 19.—Nothing is known 
here as to the reported discovery of a letter 
written by Professor Andree, the missing 
Arctic explorer, said to have been found 
in a bottle early last month on the north- 
east coast of Iceland by a farmer named 

John Magnessen. 

A letter in a bottle was found recently 
containing reports of last year’s work of 
Professor Nathorst’s expedition engaged :n 
testing Arctic currents. This bore the ad- 
dress of Ernest Andree, brother of the aero- 
naut, and who was the manager of the 
expedition. 

Going To Hunt for Andree. 

London, May 2%.—The Daily Mail pub- 
lishes the following dispatch from Stock- 
holm: 

“An expedition under Professor Nathorst 
will leave tomorrow (Saturday) for the 
northeast coast of Greenland in search of 
Prafessor Andree. After carefully examin- 
ing the region between the 73d and 75th 
degrees north latitude, the expedition will 
proceed toward Cape Bismarck, on the 
east coast of Greenland, in the hope of 
meeting Captain Otte Sverdrup’s expedi- 
tion, which left Christiania last June on 
the Fram. Every effort will be made to 
find the explorers.” 


FELTON WILL NOT QUIT HIS JOB. 


Receiver of ~., N. O. and T. P. Denies 
a Series of Rumors. 

Cincinnati, May 19.—Receiver A. M. Fel- 
ton, of the Cincinnati, New Orleans and 
Texas Pacific railway, returned today from 
his western trip. 

Mr. Felton says he has not been offered 
the presidency of the Chicago and Alton 
railroad; that he has not been aeked to 
become a member of the banking firm of 
Harriman & Co., of New York, and that 
he has no intention of severing his connec- 
tion with the Cincinnati, New Orleans and 
Texas Pacific Railway Company.

Loeb was just eighteen years old and 
was taking a law course at the South 
Carolina university.

DISARMAMENT Is ASSURED. 
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German Leader So Says and Roasts the 
United States. 

Berlin, May 19.—The Independence Belge 
publishes an interview with Professor Ru- 
dolph Virchow, the leader of German liber- 
alism, on the subject of the peace confer- 
ence in the course of which he is repre- 
sented as having said: 

‘Disarmament is in the air. Sooner or la- 
ter it will be realized by all nations under 
the law of development, The programme 
of Emperor Nicholas is comprehensive and 
complicated; but the fact that the powers 
accepted his call is significant enough. 

“One factor in the situation is the weak- 
ness of public opinion. Nations are led as- 
tray by a deceptive idea of glory and honor. 
The United States has lately offered a pitia- 
ble example of that. A civilized land has 
been plunged into war by the criminal agi- 
tation of brainless demégogues and the in- 
capacity of rulers. The United States have 
sinned against humanity and civilization. 

“‘Let us hope that the. Americans have at 
least recovered from their bout of intoxi- 
cation and will redeem the errors of their 
country. All this is an fllustration of the 
difficulties confronting the conference, buat 
it will not matter if success is finally at- 
tained. The conference, I believe, will deep- 
en the study of the peace problems and the 
new century will be an age of real enlight- 
enment, civilization and peace.’’ 
Practical Results Impossible. 

London, May 20.—The correspondent of 
The Morning Post at The Hague telegraphs 
as follows: 

“An eminent member of the peace cdn- 
ference says it is simply an act of polite- 
ness to the czar and will yield no practical 
result, simply because it cannot. The pow- 
ers, he asserts, are too disunited and 
watch each other too closely to arrive at 
any understanding in their programme. 
Hiis prediction is that there will be a long 
discussion and then a ‘first-class burial 
of the czar’s proposals.’ ”’ 

Want Court of Arbitration. 

London, May 2.—The Daily Telegraph's 
correspondent at The Hague says: 

“The chairmanship of the arbitration 
section has been offered to and accepted 
by Sir Julian Pauncefete. who, with the 
Gelegates of the United States and several 
minor. powers, will insist upon a perma- 
nent court of arbitration, which will be 
the great success of the conference.” 

Succass Is Predicted. 

London, May 19.—M. De Bloch, author of 
the work which inspired Emperor Nicholas 
with the idea of the conference, tells The 
Daily Chronicle that the results will be 
amply satisfactory if the conference oniy 
affords an entrance for the thin edge of the 
peace wedge.

Havana, May 19.—Havana is in a ferment 
again over the idea that the Washington 
administration hag determined to take the 
arms of the Cuban troops and to retain 
them in military pessession. This view of 
the latest news from Washington has been 
telegraphed to the various celties. 

Governor General Brooke is 
unaware, save through the press ielegrams, 
of any dissatisfaction on the part of Gen- 
eral Alger, war, with his 
(General Brooke's) plan to have the arms 
deposited in the care of the mayors of the 
municipalities, nor. has he received any 
other inkling of Secretary Alger’s intention 
to lay the matter before President Me Kin- 
ley. Consequently unless instructions to 
the contrary are received from the Wash- 
ington administration to the governor gen- 
eral's order respecting the distribution of 
the $3,000,000 as modified, will be issued 
tomorrow. 

Havana's midday papers publish the 
Washington news, some of them comment- 
ing editorially upon it. As the point waere 
the arms are to be kept appears w ve 
thought ef vital importance in Washington, 
the conviction announced there that the 
mayors cannot be trusted with them.is a 
cause of fresh discontent, just at the mo- 
ment When:the various complications ap- 
peared to be unraveled. 

La Discussion says: 

“Secretary Alger appears to wish to pro- 
voke a vonfilet here. He is more distin- 
guished in the United States as a business 
man than asa politician, and his relations 
with certain syndicates are well Known, 
He opposes everything that Cuba wants 
and favors everything that would cause 
feeling and provoke excitement. His at- 
titude prompts the question ‘what does he 
want? Does he destre a war here similar 
to that in the Philippines? We are forced 
to believe that he only approves that which 
is unsatisfactory to Cuba." 

Cubans of prominence say that such an 
order as is referred to in the dis- 
patches from Wajyshington would causa 
much trouble and would still further sep- 
arate Cuba from the United. 

The manifesto of General Gomez issued 
last evening is unsatisfactory to the mil- 
itary administration, because its author 
failed to disband the army. He had been 
asked to include a paragraph directing the 
Various commands to dissolve and had 
said he was in doubt as to whether he was 
authorized to disband the army, promising 
to reflect upon the matter. His attitude 
at headquarters yesterday was quite dif- 
ferent from his previous bearing, and it 
soon became obvious that he wished to dis- 
continue giving any advice even on the 
subject of the payment to the troops.

Brooke Now Awaits Instructions from 
President McKinley. 
Washington, May 19.—‘‘It is the sheerest 
nonsense,’ said Secretary Alger today, in 
commenting upon the published story that 
the president or himself had countermand- 
ed any order made by General Brooke rela- 
tive to the disarmamént of the Cuban 

troops. 

The state of the case is brief is as fol- 
lOWS: 

The president canvassed very thoroughly 
with Secretary Alger and General Brooke 
the Lest method of securing the disband- 
ment of the Cuban troops and their re- 
entry into industria} life. It was decided 
that a necessary step toward this end was 
the surrender of the arms held by the Cu- 
ban soldiers. It was apprehended that re- 
taining their arms, some. if not a large 
proportion, inclined by their past predatory 
existence, would lapse into brigandaze. 

So the president thimself ordered General 
Brooke to cause the arms of the Cuban sol- 
diers to be delivered up to representatives 
of the United States army. With these in- 
structions General Brooke has been patient- 
ly striving to carry out the president's plan. 
He has arrived at that point where the 
Cuban leaders, 4% a matter of sentiment, 
they say, mate it a condition to disarma- 
ment that the arms shall be placed in the 
custody of the mayors of the Cuban towns. 
Realizing that to assent to such conditions 
would be contrary to the president's in- 
Structions, General Brooke hag telegraphed 


and asked for a decision. The secretary in 
turn has communicated with the president 
and asked for instructions, for ‘he feels that 
he is not aythoriged to amend or revoke an 
order originally emanating directly from 
the president. Thig is the state of the case 
at present. The president has not yet notl- 
fled the war department of his intention. 
It is held at the war department that 
Should the Cuban leaders refuse to accept 
General Brooke’s proffer, whether it is 
conditional upon the surrendef of arms to 
United States army officers or to Cuban 
mayors, that will teeminate the efforts of 
the governor general to come to a satis- 
factory arrangement with these leaders. 
Thereupon General Brooke will proceed to 
address himself directly to the Cuban pri- 
vate soldiers. (He will: have his agents, 
United States army officers, to pay off 
every bona fide Cuban soldier who js will- 
ing to comply with the eonditions laid 
down by him, and this will Le done without 
further reference to any of the malcontent 
leaders, who have so long retarded a set- 
tlement,

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HOW THE SCALLOP TRAVELS. 


Some of the Curious Ways of the Pop- 
ular Shellfish Described. 
From The Boston Transcript. 

Many people are very fond of seallops, as 
may be judged from the fact that nearly 
60,000 gallons of the meats were used in New 
York and Brooklyn in 1897. Of course these 
bivalves Itkewise are hunted persistently, 
and the prospect is that before long: com- 
paratively few of them will Le left. It has 
been suggested that they might be propa- 
gated in great salt ponds, which could be 
utilized as preserves. Unquestionably they 
could be bred by mixing the milt of the 
male scalbops with the eggs of the female, 
hatching them out and liberating the young 
ones, Several difficulties are in the way, 
however, and the most important of these 
is the locomotive habit of the scallop. 

lt is by no means a sedentary animal. 
like the oyster or long clam, but on the 
contrary, is addicted to swimming about. 
more like a fish than like a respectable 
mollusk. Not many years ago a Frenchman 
bought several thousand Scallops and plant- 
ed them in beds. The next day he was very 
much astonished to find that they had all 
taken French leave. | 

The scallop accomplishes locomotion by a 
series of leaps. When it is alarmed, or wish- 
es to change its location, it opens an ener- 
getically closes its valves, thus expelling the 
Water; the reaction shoots it backward, By 

means the creature is able to travel 
g distances, Sometimes scallops make 
considerable journeys in large companies. 

One can scarcely imagine a lovelier sight 
than that of a flock of these pretty creat- 
Sure with shells of every hue. from purple 
and white to black, enlivened with shades 
of pink, yellow and fawn. darting about in 
clear water. In thee flightlike movements 
vertical, horozontal and zigzag, they are 
more suggestive of a flock of winged ani- 
mals than of bivalve mollucks. A superb 
species, called Peeten tnlanditeus formerly 
abundant on the coast of Maine is now SO 
nearly extinct that a specimen is regard- 
ed as a prize by concologists. Longe Island 
sound, New York tharbor and the New 
Jersey coast have been fairly depopulated 
of scallops by raking an@ dredging 

Only the’ yellow-white adductor muscle 
of the scallop is good to eat. The animal is 
eaten by birds and by boring mollusks its 
thin shell affording it slight protection. For 
this disadvantage, however, some compen- 
sation is given by its superior intelligence 
and swiftness of movement. 3 

In the prehistoric refuse heaps of Flerida 
especially at Cedar Keys, great numbers of 
scallop shells are found—re'jca of ancient 
aboriginal repasts. The scallop shell is 
used in heraldry to indicate that the bearer 
has made long voyages at sea. [t has been 
the Ladge of several orders of Knighthood — 
especially those of the crusaders. beau- 
tiful species which inhabits a portion. of 
the Pacific is deified by the natives of 
Some of the islands of that ocean. 


Sugar and Its History. 

From The North American Review. 

Sugar {s a constituent of most plants, in 
greater or lesser degree, at SOmMme neriod of 
their growth. Its exact 
tion in the metabolism of plant tissue is 
still a matter of theory among chemists, 
but its wide distribution is becoming more 
and more evident as time Koes on. beven 
the cereal grains, formerly supposed to be 
merely storehouses of starch, have lately 
been found to contain notable quantities 
of sucrose or saccharosa@, the specific name 
used by chemists to distinguish the subdb- 
stance in question from its eongenér car- 
bohydrates possessing a sweet taste. The 
popular name for this substance, however, 
cane sugar, indicates the plant containing 
it in sufficient abundance to first attract 
the attention of mankind.

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OGLETHORPES NOT INSPECTED. 


Colonel Obear Left Savannah on a 
Summons from Atlanta. 

Savannah, Ga., May 19.—(Special.)—Colo- 
nel William G. Obear spent today in Sa- 
vannah, having come here for the purpose 
of inspecting the Oglethorpe Light In- 
fantry. That inspection, however, did not 
take place and tonight Colonel Obear de- 
parted for Atlanta on a summons from 
the governor. There is some speculation 
as to why Colonel Obear did not inspect 
this, the least. of the command of the First 
Georgia regiment here.

“Western and southern democrats will 
name the ticket and Tammany will sup- 
port it,”’ remarks The Springfield Repub- 
lican, referring to the campaign of next 
year. The statement is absolutely tru 
as it stands, but The Republican seems 
to intend it as a sneer at Tammany for 
its lack of independence. 

Well, there are vari sorts of inde- 
pendence. Tammany, for instance, is 
independent enough to be demccratie at 
al] times and under all circumstances; j 
is just as democratic af: 
ig after a victory; and this sort of in- 
dependence means something. But there 
is another kind of independence which 
may mean much or little aceording to 
the view one takes of it. 

The Republican affords us a very live- 
ly example of the independence which, 
from the day that Carl Schurz began to 
eonnect himself with first one party 
and then another, has been practiced 
by a coterie of public men and prom- 
inent citizens. If they have not found 
as much profit in it as Schurz, they have 
at least attracted attention, and have 
earned a distinctive title. Thev are 
designated as mugwumps, and find great 
pleasure in the distinction. The Repub- 
lican is aS prominent as any of them, 
and ig perhaps louder in its manifesta- 
tions of independence than any. of the 
newspapers marked in its category. 

The Republican is flercely, savagely jn- 
dependent during those vears when its 
zeal and earnestness are not put to the 
final test of an election. But when the 
campaign begins to draw near. the edi- 
tor puts on a suit of new clothes. changes 
his pen and his bottle of ink and pro-

He has had ample oppor- 
tunities for observation of the practical 
sort, and it is to be presumed that his 
sentiments are given only after mature 
reflection. When it comes to building 
up a new etiquette for this new field of 
amusement, however, it is probable that 
opinions will be so varied as to discount 
that of the most competent of experts. 
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At The Hague. 

If any of the eminent gentlemen, now 
gathered at the pretty city of The 
Hague in response to the invitation of 
the czar, have carried with them the 
idea that universal disarmament will 
come as the result of their labors, they 
may be very sure of having such idea 
dispelled. No matter how far the in- 
ternational conference may go toward 
universal peace in theory, there will be 
no general disarmament nor will there 
be any material reduction in the armies 
or navies of the different countries of 
the world. 

While it is the fashion to doubt-the 
sincerity of the ¢ezar in talking wuniver- 
Sal peace on the one hand and push- 
ing forward his forees toward the Chi- 
nese capital on the other, it is well to 
keep in mind that the head of the Rus- 
Sian empire has in none of his statementg 
concerning this conference expressed 
the belief that there will be a laving 
down of arms all around. He would 
not be a man of sense and expect that 
anv such state of affairs could be brought 
about. 

There is. however, very much that 
can be done toward promoting such a 
general good understanding as may les- 
sen the chances of.war. and if that is 
done, the conference wil!| not have been 
in vain. There may be a general re- 
duction in armament, or rather some 
sort of agreement to refrain from heavy 
increases in the future, for all the Eu- 
ropean countries now groaning under 
the burden of maintaining their pres- 
ent standing armies and navies. And 
it is more than likely that:something 
will be done on the line of the more 
general application of the principles of 
mrbitration in internationa! disputes: 
but as for general disarmament, that 
can be nothing more ;tian a dream, at 
least for many years to come, 

While the representatives from this 
country can hardly take part in the dis- 
cussion of reduction or disarmament, they 
will be expected to take a prominent 
part in the advocacy of the principle of 
settlement by arbitration. It is a prin- 
cipie to which this country is pledged. 
The failure of the Anglo-American 
hitration treaty did not mean any lack 
of confidence in arbitration, although 
the English have always maintained that 
it did; the American senate refused to 
ratify that treaty only because of the 
many defects in that particular docu- 
ment. The men who voted against rat- 
ification, or most of them, believe firm- 
ly in the principle of arbitration and 
will be glad to see the representatives 
of this government taking a. strong 
stand in favor of its adoption at 
czar’s conference. 

As to the other matters to be dis- 
cussed, particularly those relating to the 
laws governing civilized warfare, there 
will be few differences. Much has al- 
ready been accomplished on these lines. 
It is expected, naturally. that whatever 
more is done will be on the line of prog- 
ress and that wherever it ig possible to 
ameliorate the horrors of war, agree- 
ments on that line will be reached.

CONSTITUTION THANKED FOR REPQRTS 


Two Matters Caused a Stir in Episco- | 


pal Diocesan Convention Yester- 
day—Two Able Speeches 
Made—Convention Ad- 
journed Sine Die. 


There were two matters that caused a 


stir in the Episcopal diocesan convention 
yesterday morning. 

One was the settlement of the question as 
to whether or not the bishop's power con- 
cerning the call of clergymen should be 
abridged. 

The other was the withdrawal of a 
clergyman from participation in the }ro- 
ceedings of the convention because he be- 
lieved m'ssionary preachers were being dis- 
criminated against. 

Both of these matters came up at the ear- 
ly morning session, and one was considered 
a grave and important measure; and the 
other was regarded in the light of a sensa- 
tion. 

The convention disposed of the much-vex- 
ed question yesterday morning as to wheth- 
er or not the bishop’s powers in the call of 
vestries for pastors should be curtailed, and 
the decision of the convention was that the 
bishop should not hereafter have the power 
delegated to him which has been his for the 
past ten years. 


This is an event in the Episcopal church 


of Georgia which means a great change in 


the administration of church affairs and the 
settiement of a question which has agitated 
the diocese for many years. 

Two notable addresses were made on the 
one by Z. D. Harrison, of St. 


Luke's church, before the change was made; 


subject, 


probably be more trouble under the new 
canon than had been under the old. 


The address of Mr. Harrison was an earn- 


est and spirited appeal for harmony and the 
best interests, as he believed, for the Epis- 
copal church in the state; the pishop’s re- 
marks were forcible and deeply impressive. 
The bishop had refrained from making any 
remarks until after the convention had _act- 
ed, so as not to have his utterances influ- 
ence the action of the delegates. If the bish- 
op had spoken before the canon was chang- 
ed there is no saying what the effect would 
have been. 

The matter was of the utmost importance 
to the diocese and the cathedral was filled 
with many ladies and gentlemen who were 
there as spectators.

When the matter was again taken up yes- 
terday morning at 11 o'clock Mr. Harri- 
son resumed his concluding speech, and by 
unanimous consent of the convention he 
was given unlimited time. 

In the course of his remarks, Mr. Har- 
rison said:

“Is there any one who wishes to ask me 


Governor Bullock arose and said: 
“I wish to ask the gentleman if canon 33 
was not adopted with the full consent. of 


England and our present bishop was the 
prime minister would he not feel called upon 
to resign if we passed any such measure as 
the new canon now proposed?” 

“By no means, sir, by no means,” replied 
Mr. Harrison fervently. 

Mr. Harrison continued his argument say- 
ing that in 189 in Augusta the diocesan 
convention was called upon to vote upon a 
new canon, in the place of canon 33, which 
would have given the vestry the right by a 
two-thirds vote to have called a minister 
even over the protest of the bishop. That 
measure was voted down and the one now 
under consideration was substantiated as a 
sort of compromise measure, for it called 
for a conference, but was silent as to any 
arbitrary action of a vestry. 

“This committee,’’ said the speaker, ‘‘has 
given the matter its most earnest views on 
the subject and we believe we have found 
the happy solution. I am here now not as 
an individual, but in the capacity of the 
committee’s representative. We only wish 
to reach a harmonious conclusion of this 
most vexatious question. It is tHe welfare 
of the diocese alone that has prompted our 
action. Vote down the proposition we make 
and what will be the result? That question 
can be answered in the light of our past ex- 
perience. The same friction and vexation 
will arise at the next convention. What is 
the difference between the old and the new 
canon? Does a cause for the irritation ex- 
ist. I say yes. But let me say that there 
has been no friction or trouble by our bish- 
op exercising the power delegated to him 
by canon 33. I have gone to my bishop of- 
ten for advice and consultation and he has 
ever been ready to aid me freely and help- 
fully. No member of this convention should 
believe that there is any danger of our 
bishop exercising any arbitrary power un- 
der the old canon. Yet, I have the right to 
speak of the correlative rights of the epis- 
copate authority and the parochial author-

First the names of the clergy were 
called and then the names of the lay dele- 
gates. The vote styod: 

For the new canon—Clergy, 19; parishes 
and organized missions, 121-3; total, 31 1-3. 

Against the new canon—Clergy, 10; parish- 
es and organized missions, 21-3; total, 
12 1-3. 

The Bishop Makes a Talk. 

Then the bishop took the floor. He said 
he had refrained from speaking about the 
proposed change in the canons of the dio- 
cese, because he did not wish to influence 
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.penses, 


the convention in its action by any views 
he might entertain. He said that first of 
all he took the position that canon 33 was 
constitutional, although an opposite view 
had been expressed, 

“I wish particularly to direct my re- 
marks,’’ sald the bishop, ‘‘to the claim that 
the old canon was the cause of friction and 
irritation in the diocese. The object of 
canon 33 was not to provide the bishop 
with any unreasonable -power, but was 
framed for the protection of the parishes 
themselves, and heaven knows they need 
it, for serious mistakes have been made in 
some dioceses in the calling of clergymen. 
I am satisfied that if a certain clergyman 
had been permitted by your Lishop to have 
been called into Georgia about three years 
ago a trial for heresy would have followed. 
I say, rather than to have adopted the 
new canon it would have been better to 
let the so-called irritation go on. Irrita- 
tion is Sometimes beneflicial. Mustard 
Plasters and fly blisters often do much 
good. But why are you irritated? With me? 
What have I done?” 

The Power Not Abused. 

Pausing and raising his hand impressive- 
ly and high above his head, Bishop Nelson 
exclaimed: 

“No man in this convention can 
truthfully say—I say truthfully, and 
by that I mean with the truth from 
up yonder—the bishop has ever used 
the power given him by canon 33 
illegitimately or harshly.” 

After another impressive pause the bish- 
op continued: 

“Let me say that I have no idea of re- 
signing. I feel called of God to serve this 
diocese as bishop. I fear no trouble be- 
tween you and me by the new canon, but it 
may come with some of my successors. I 
love you too dearly and I believe you love 
me too dearly for any trouble to come be- 
tween us that will tbe injurious to the 
church. I simply say that I believe you 
have made a mistake. It will now be 
possible for a parish to call a new rector 
against the advice of your bishop, and I 
believe the irritation will be transferred 
from the convention and the bishop to the 
parishes and the bishop. It is my judg- 
ment that the new canon is fraught with 
more evil than anything that has ever ex- 
isted in the diocese—an evil, however, that 
1 believe will not affect the relations of 
your present bishop and the parishes of the 
diocese.”’ 

A motion was made and carrted that a 
further revision of the canons be postponed 
until the convention next year. 


A Delegate Withdraws. 

A committee to which had been referred 
three important resolutions made its report, 
and this was the cause of a clergyman, the 
Rev. Harry Cassil, of Satilla Bluff, with- 
drawing from further participation in the 
action of the convention. This was in the 
nature of a genuine sensation and occurred 
when the convention’ first assembled yes- 
terday morning. 

The first resolution which the committee 
reported on adversely was one which had 
been introduced by Mr. Cass!] and asked 
for a canon to be changed so as not to re- 
quire mission preachers to be resident in 
the state six months before they could be- 
come members of the diocesan convention, 
the same provision not being required of 
preachers in the parishes. 

Mr. Cassil made a talk in support of his 
resolution and against the report of the 
committee. He stated emphatically that if 
he could not be put on the same feoting 
with the clergymen from the parishes he 
would not sit in the convention. 

It was explained that parish ministers 
were fixtures and that missionaries were 
not, 

The committee’s report was adopted and 
Mr. Cassil at once asked to be relieved from 
further serving as a member of the conven- 
tion, 

A Question of Grammar. 

The next resolution was upon a construc- 
tion which Chancellor C. A. Read had made 
On a part of article 3, of the constitution, 
which read as follows: 

“Every self-supporting congregation in 
union with this convention shall be entitled 
to three lay delegates, communicants of 
the church, to be chosen from its body by 
the wardens and vestrymen thereof.”’ 

The chancellor construed the words “its 
body’’ to refer to the congregation, and the 
bishop had construed the words to refer to 
the wardens and vestrymen. 

The committee reported in favor of the 
chancellor’s construction, and its report 
was adopted. The bishop took the floor and 
said: 

“T am sorry that the convention has 
taken the vicw it has of this article 
on account of your grammar. Some 
of you had b2tter study up on your 
grammar a little.” — 


The third resolution which the committee 
reported on was one asking that a canon 
be changed so as not to deprive a clergy- 
man of the right to attend the 
tion because of a failure.to send in his an- 
nual report. The committee renorted ad- 
versely and the report was adopted. 

Troy Beatty, of Athens, moved that that 
portion of the proceedings of the conven- 
tion in which he had move to strike out 
all reference to inviting minister of other 
denominations into the chancel, made in the 
archdeacon’s report, be expunged from the 
minutes, and the motion was carried. 

Must R2nder Unto Caesar. 

The finance committee made a full report 
and the convention wrestled with money 
matters for quite a while, for even those 
who are engaged in laying up “treasures 
in heaven” have to ‘“‘render unto Caesar the 
things that were Caesar’s.’’ The assess- 
ments for the ensuing year were made and 
the organized missions were taxed 2% per 
cent of their expenses for the payment of 
the bishop’s salary and other expenses 
which are as follows: Salary, 4,000; clerk 
hire, $600; insurance, $467; traveling ex- 
$300, 

The report of the committee on a scheme 
for graded Sunday school lessons was read 
and the convention recommended the sys- 
tem agreed upon. Copies of this system 
will be mailed the clergymen in all the 
parishes and organized missions. 

The hour for lunch arrived, the conven- 


conven- 


tion adjourned. 

Luncheon was served by the ladies in the 
chapel, and Chief,W. R. Joyner prepared 
the Brunswick stew, which formed a part 
of the excellent menu. 

The A‘terncon Session. 

At yesterday afternoon's session the con- 
vention took up missionary appropriations 
for the ensuing fiscal year, and the various 
parishes were called upon to name the 
amounts they were willing to pay. 

It was found that the sabscriptions fell 
short of estimated expenses about $1,000. 

Rev. Allard Barnwell, of Cordele, made a 
strong appeal to the parishes to aid the 
missions. He said that some of the parishes 
expended more money for music than for 
the missions. When parochialism reached a 
point when it became so selfish as to keep 
its money for itself and saw the missions 
uncared for, it was like robbing the church 
and robbing Go@. He moved that indi- 


vidual pledges be asked for and the mo- 
tion was carried. 

Enough individual pledges were received 
to almost make up the deficit. 

Who Deserved Their Thanks. 

Dr. Cc. C. Williams, of Augusta, intro- 
duced the following resolution, which was 
adopted by a rising vote: 

Resolved, That the secretary of the 
convention be instructed to convey to 
the Cathedral church and other churches 
of Atlanta the appreciation of this con- 
vention of the cordial and generous hos- 
pitality extended during the present ses- 
sion. 

The arrangements for the comfort and 
convenience of the convention in trans- 
acting its business have been unusually 
elaborate and complete. 

Nothing has been omitted by the la- 
dies of the Cathedral in providing the 
most tempting and appetizing refresh- 
ments during the convention. In pro- 
viding these luncheons they have not 
only invoked the aid of other ladies, but 
the famous culinary skill of Chief W. 
R. Joyner, of the fire department, has 
been contributed to add to the delica- 
cies of banquet. 

Resolved, also, That the thanks of the 
convention be extended to The Atlanta 
Constitution for its full and satisfac- 
tory reports of the convention. 

A memorial was read for the five clergy- 
men who died in the diocese during the 
past year. 

After a short religious service by the 
bishop the convention adjourned sine die. 


ARE FORMING A CHAUTAUQUA. 


It Will Be Located on the Isle of 
Palms, Cff Charleston. 
Columbia, S. C., May 19.—(Special.)—An 
organization to be Known as the Southern 
Chautauqua Association is in process of 
formation and promises to be a decided 
success. It js to be formed under an act 
of this state controlling social and charit- 
able organizations. The association is to 
have a capital of $25,000, that can be in- 
creased to $100,000. The location is to be at 
‘‘Chautauqua-by-the-Sea,”’ on the Isle of 

Palms, off the coast of Charleston. 

The declaration filed with the secretary 
of state declares the general objects of the 
association to be the advancement of lit- 
erary, scientific, moral and aesthetic cul- 
ture, and the promotion of the cause of 
popular education by the establishment and 
maintenance of colleges, schools and lec- 
ture halls in the south. 

The corporators are from South Carolina 
and Georgia, all the state and denomina- 
tional college presidents in this state, be- 
sides the heads. of the principal schools 
being included in the corporators.

CHARGE TWO WIT 
MAKING. BRIBES 


WS, Mehaffy and A, 0, Shinn 


Arrested Yesterday, 
CHARGE NEGRO WITH PERJURY 


The Negro, Jim Willams, Turned State's 
Evidence After Arrest, 


SAYS HE WAS BRIBED TO SWEAR FALSELY 


The Case Furnished a Sensation at the 
Police Barracks Yesterday and 
It Is Thought That Inter- 
esting Developments 

Will Follow. 


The arrest of W. S. Mehaffy, an ex-po- 
liceman, and R. O. Shinn, on the charge 
of bribing witnesses, and Jim Williams, a 
on the charge of perjury, yester- 
day afternoon, furnishes one of the most 
interesting episodes with which the police 
have had to deal for some time. 

The case is the outgrowth of the arrest 
of W. C. Ficken, Bud Lovingood and John 


Collins on the charge of assault with in- 
tent to murder. Last Thursday night Coi- 
lins reported to the police authorities that 
he had been accosted and then set upon 
by Ficken and Lovingood, who intended to 
rob him. Collins said that one of the two 
men had cut him, and he displayed several 
wounds. He was sent to the hospital, and 
later, Ficken and Lovingood were arrested 
on the charge of disorderly conduct. 

Ficken showed that he had been cut and 
announced that Collins attempted to rob 
him, but that he had been beaten off. The 
affair occurred on the Mitchell street via- 
duct. The cases were set for the follow- 
ing afternoon, but before court convened 
the two crowds began quarreling in front 
of the police barracks, and the officers ar- 
rested Ficken and Lovingood on the charge 
of assault with intent to murder. 

These two men then retained Ed Robin- 
son as counsel, and he swore out a war- 
rant against Collins charging him with 
assault with intent to murder. The cases 
were called in Justice Landrum’s court 
yesterday afternoon at 3 o'clock. 

One of the witnesses for the Ficken- 
Lovingood side was Jim Williams, the 
negro, who swore that he was standing 
near the viaduct upon the night of the 
difficulty. He said he had seen Collins 
run at Ficken with a knife and that the 
latter was obliged to use his own knife to 
protect himself, 

Williams was allowed to descend from 
the stand, but he was immediately caught 
in the collar by Detective Green Conn, 
who said: “I'll teach you how to swear to 
lies in a court.” At the same time the 
handcuffs were placed upon the negro, 
and he was sent to the police barracks, 
where the charge of perjury was entered 
against him and the case booked to Patrol- 
man Osborne and Detectives Hewitt and 
Conn. 

The next witness, Charles Perdue, also 
a negro, was allowed to take the stand, 
and the officers expected to arrest him 
also upon the charge of perjury, but Per- 
due began his testimony by saying: ‘‘Now, 
gemmens, I's gwine tell de truf ’bout dis.”’ 
He then said that he knew nothing about 
the case, that he was nowhere near the 
scene of the trouble, but had been employ- 
ed to testify in the case by Mehaffy and 
Shinn. He said the two white men had 
offered him $5 to tell the tale that had 
just been told by Williams, and he con- 
sented, but that he had changed his mind. 

Perdue was locked up on suspicion, but 
was later released. Mehaffy and Shinn 
were arrested before they left the court- 
room, and spent the night in the police 
barracks. The officers announce that they 
will prosecute the case against all the 
men. 

After having been locked up, Jim Wil- 
liams turned state’s evidence, and said he 
had been the tool of Mehaffy and Shinn. 
He made the following statement of the 
affair last night to The Constitution: 

‘‘Me and Charley Perdue were in Wheel- 
er’s bar on Decatur street this morning 
about 7 o'clock, and Mr. Mehaffy and Mr. 
Shinn came in and I asked Mr. Mehaffy 
for a drink. He said: ‘What are you do- 
ing now, Jim?’ and I told him I was not 
doing anything. He asked me if I wanted 
to make some money, and I told him [I 
did if there was no danger in it. He said 
there was no danger, but if I should get 
into trouble he would help me out. [ 
thought he was still a detective, and so 
consented. I bélieve he had seen Charley 
last night. Mr. Mehaffy and Mr. Shinn, 
who I never saw until this morning, then 
gave up a drink and took us to the Mitcnh- 
ell street viaduct, where they told us 
what they wanted us to swear. They 
said they would give us each $5 if we told 
what they wanted us to. After we had the 
thing explained to us, they told us to go 
up to Lawyer Robinson’s office and wait 
for them. We went there, and 
enough, they came up in about twenty 
minutes. They went into Mr. Robinson's 
private office with him, and I do not know 
what happened there, but after awhile Mr. 
Mehaffy came out and said: ‘It’s all right. 
Remember what we told you,‘ and then 
Mr. Robinson came to us and we told him 
what we had been told to say. I swore to 
a lie on the stand this afternoon, but it 
was because I got in with ‘Mr. Mehafty. 
and he used me just like he wanted to.” 

Mehaffy refusea to make a statement 
because he had not seen his lawyer, but 
said that Detective Conn had sworn ven- 
geance against him because of jealousy. 

“Conn told Mr. Patterson, chairman of 
the police board,’’ said Mehaffy, ‘‘that he 
would never rest until he had me in the 
chaingang, and this persecution is a part 
of his plan.’’ 

Shinn protested his innocence, but said 
that he did not know how to begin a de- 
nial, as he knew nothing about the case. 
He had attended the trial because of his 
friendship -for Ficken and Lovingood. He 
safd, however, that instead of being in 
Wheeler's bar yesterday mwrning, he was 
at home, and did not leave his residence 
until after § o'clock, as he could prove by 
his family. 

Mehaffy said he was present at the trial] 
because he was told that it was the inten- 
tion of Lawyer Robinson to attack the 
character of Collins, and he knew some 
things against the young man. 

After hearing the evidence yesterday af- 
ternoon, Justice Landrum dismissed the 
case against Collins, and bound Ficken 
and Lovingood over to the superior court 
on the charge of assault with intent to 
murder, the bonds being fixed at $200,

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U.S. SURVEY WILL 


MAKE GEORGIA MAP 


- —— 


Extensive Topographical Work Is Being 


Outlined in the State. 


WEDOWEE SHEET SURVEYED 


Work of the Government Will Be of 


an Important Scientific Character. 


SUM OF $8,000 WILL BE EXPENDED 


The District To Be Mapped in the Fall 


Will Include Carroll, Heard and 
Neighbdorirg Counties. 


The United States geological survey at 
Washington has notitied State Geologist 
Yeates that the department is now prepat- 
ing to spend the sum of $8,000 in arranging 
a topographicel map of a large portion of 
Georgia. a 

The work mapped out by the United 
States survey, while of a te hnical charac- 
ter, will be greatly appre iated by all who 
understand the difficulty of getting topo- 
graphical work done. 

The district to be surveyed for the pur- 
pose bf preparing the map 1s know nas the 
Wedowee sheet, and extends trom Wedo- 
wee, Ala., across the Georgla line, taking 
in the counties of Carroll, Herd and others 
in that district of the state. An effort Was 
made by Professor Yeates to get the last 
legislature to appropriate a sum of money 
for state topographical work to be carried 
on in connection with the work of the Uni- 
ted States survey, the government offering 
to give an equal sum with any state for the 
purpose. The legislature of Alabama ap- 
preciated the nature of the offer made by 
the government and appropriated a fund for 
topographical work. 

The Wedowee sheet was the one chosen 
by the officials to be surveyed and conse: 
quently the state of Georgia, in one sense, 
finds itself taking advantage of an appro- 
priation made by the Alabama legislature. 

Professor Yeates paid a visit to the head 
of the geological survey in Washington last 
winter and urged the government to under- 
take the survey of a portion of Georgia for 
topographical purposes and explained what 
Was needed in the state. 

With about 60,000 square miles in Georgia 
only 15,000 miles are mapped off topograph- 
ically, in which respect it is understood that 
Georgia is worse off than nearly any other 
state in the union. 

The district of the state of which a map 
has been prepared lies north of the Wedo- 
wee sheet and the work contemplated by the 
government will be a comtinuation of that 
already completed. 

The communication received by Professor 
Yeates yesterday stated that a triangulator 
would begin during the early summer mark- 
ing off the territory to be mapped and that 
the topographical party would follow in the 
fall.

The State Agricultural Society, through 
its president, Hion. J. Pope Brown, has sig- 
nified its intention of pushing forward the 
movement for the uniform and@ final clas- 
sification of cotton tn the south, which 
was inaugurated by Commissioner O. B.

stitution concurring with him fully.

The large number of persons in the state 
who have given notice by letter that they 
expect to. profit by reporting public and 
private corporations who have éailed to 
put on record the bonds they have issued 
will find themselves sadly disappointed and 
out done when they send their bills to the 
State, 

The original law requiring the recording 
of all bonds, whether of private or public 
Corporations, with the secretary of state 
was passed by the legislature in 1876. The 
act provided that for each bond not so 
recorded there should be a fine not ex- 
ceeding $500. The ‘not exceeding’ feature 
of the act is the part that is io prevent in- 
formers from suddenly becoming rich at 
the expense of delinquent corporations. In 
1879 the first action on record against a 
concern for not registering its bonds with 
the secretary ‘of state was brought. The 
State at that time brought action against 
the Gate City Gas Light Company, of At- 
lanta, in the superior cour of Fulton cc un- 
ty with the late Judge Marshal Clarke 
presiding. The case was thrown out of the 
superfor court, but afterwards found its 
Way to the supreme court, Here the cor- 
poration lost its contention and was fired. 
In making the decision Justice Blanford 
in part had the following to say: 

“While the law requires al! corporations, 
either public or private, to record their 
bonds with the secretary of state before 
they are placed in circulation, the penalty 
of $300 attached for failure to so comply 
is a maximum penalty, it being a question 
for the jury to determine the amount, 
they being allowed to take !nto econsidera- 
tion the character of the bonds. the stand- 
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ing of the corporation issuing the same 
and thelr reputation as honorable, upright 
men as against a fraudulent attempt to de- 
ceive the public.” 

Secretary Cook in the past few days has 
received a number of communications from 
persons in the state informing him of cor- 
porations whose bonds tt is alleged have 
never been recorded. The informers seem 
to believe, probably from a superficial read- 
ing of the law, that they are to get half 


of each of the numerous $500 bills, while 


the common schools of the state are to get 
the other half. Such, however, will not ‘be 
the case, as !t Is the opinion of officials 
that $1 would probably be held by the 
courts guyfficient fine for the majority of 
deling t corporations. The informers 
will probably therefore find themselves go- 
ing to the trouble and through the con- 
science worry of “giving away’’ concerns 
only to know at the finish that they are 
some such matter as 50 cents ahead. 

Whereas prior to the general publicity 
Siven the act of the legislature on the 
subject of bonds, the bord recording book 
of Secretary Cook was only one-third full. 
the book is now full up to the back with 
the record af bonds newly recorded and 
the secretary was yesterday compelled to 
onder a new ledger pith which to carry on 
the work. 

The agents of corporations, it is under- 
stood, have griticized severely the act of 
the legislature reguiring them to record 
their bonds and the question has arisen 
who introduced the measure in the legisla- 
ture. Secretary Cook said yesterday: ‘‘The 
fact generally known that fhe act 
Was introduced in the house by the 
late Patrick Walsh, of Augusta, wil] serve 
to hush-all comments as to the good In- 
tentions of the author.” 


State Geologist Yeates returned to At- 
lanta yesterday after a visit of ten days 
to the mining counties in the northern 
Part of Georgia, bringing with him a num- 
ber of beautiful specimens to add to his 
already complete display at the capitol. 
The geologist went for the purpose of in- 
Specting mining properties and returned, 
as he stated, more impressed than ever 
with the natural resources of the state. 
Professor Yeates went at the request of 
the owners to inspect the asbestos mine at 
Sall mountain. He found the property to 
be in appearance all that has been expect- 
ed of it, the exact wealth of which cannot 
be determined until a fuller investigation 
ls made by the owners. (He is of the opin- 
lon, however, that the mine will in the 
course of a short time be of great value to 
the state. 

In the collection of minerals procured by 
Professor Yeates for display at the capitol 
are a number of rought amethysts which, 
the geologist states, are equal in purity, 
many of them, to the product of the fa- 
mous Brazil mines. The amethysts were 
found in Forsyth and other counties in 
that vicinity and for the larger part of 
them Professor Yeates declares that he 
paid only $1.

WRITES TO ADAIR

“SUGGESTIONS COME GRATIS," HE SAYS 


Says He Has Known People Who 
Got Along Very Well by Attend- 
ing to Their Own Business. 
Suggests Thought on 
This Line. 


A requisition recently made by Deputy 
Sheriff Shropshire ard Colonel L. P. Thom- 
as, of the sheriff's office for twelve Spring- 
field rifles and 200 rounds of ammunition to 
stock the arsenal at the Tower has caused 
a somewhat warm correspondence between 
Sheriff Nelms and County Commissioner 
Adair. 

The requisition was made several days 
ago by the assistants of the sheriff, who 
allowed the former the use of his name. 
The requisition went to the office of the 
county commissioners and was referred by 
County Clerk Kontz to Commissioner Adair, 
who is chairman of the committee on court- 
hcuse supplies and public buildings. 

In a letter received from Chairman Adair 
by the county clerk and transmitted to 
Eheriff Nelms, the chairman states that 
if the prisoners are properly kept they can- 
not escape either by the assistance of a 
mob or without it, and for that reason the 
arms asked for are refused. 

Sheriff Nelms replied with a letter in 
which he stated that he did not ask for 
suggestions, and that he had known people 
who got along in the world very well by 
minding their own business. 

Sheriff Nelms, in speaking of the matter, 
stated that the arsenal was built in the 
Tower, and if it was not intended to he 
furnished with arms of any kind for emer- 
gencies. it was a useless expense of the 
county money to utilize it in the copstruc- 
tion of such a protection. 

The requisition stated that recently there 
had made numerous threats about 
certain prisoners in the jail, and if the 
arms were provided it would be a good

protection. 
Sheriff Nelms’s Reply. 


As soon as the sheriff received the let- 


ter from the chairman the following reply 
was sent, which deals in sarcastic language 
regarding the chairman. The sheriff asks 
permission to suggest a thought which, he 
Says, may prove profitable if the chairman 
will adopt it: 

Atlanta, Ga., May 19, 1899.—Forrest 
Adair, County Commissioner—Sir: In 
answer to your communication of the 
19th instant, I desire to say, without go- 
ing into the whys and wherefores of the 
needs of the guns at the Tower, that I 
did not make requisition to you. The 
requisitio6n was made by Mr. Shropshire 
and Mr. Thomas, with the consent by 
me that they could use my name. 

I desire to say to you that any sugges- 
tions from you to me of the manage- 
ment of the jail or any other duties 
pertaining to the sheriff's office come 
gratis. Should I at any time fee] the 
need of any suggestions from you as 
to my duty, I will consult my own feel- 
ings as to the asking of them. 

It might be well for you to remem- 
ber that I have known numerous people 
in the world to get along smoothly by 
attending to their own business. If you 
will allow me to suggest a thought to 
you on thie line, it may be pafitable for 
you to adopt it.

The letter from Chairman Adair is as 
follows: ' 

Atlanta, Ga., May 18, 1899. John W. 
Nelms, Esq., Sheriff, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear 
Sir: Your request of May i6th for one 
dozen Springfield rifles and 200 cartridges 
for same has been duly received. The 
committee has carefully considered this 
matter and has noted your remarks that 
you have had frequent threats as to 
riots and lynchings recently and have 
nothing to defend the jail or yourself 
with. 

Without diseussing the question as to 
whether the county has the right to 
make such purchases for you, the com- 
mittee is unanimous in the opinion that 
the articles are unnecessary, and it re- 
spectfully declines to comply with your 
request. : 

If the prisoners are Kept where they 
belong, within the tool proof cells, no 
outsider could reach them’ without 
breaking through eight or nine of these 
doors, one of these doors being of tool 
proof material. By the time that this 
could be accomplished you could, by the 
aid of the telephone and call bells, se- 
cure the co-operation of the governor 
and the assistance of the police force, 
fire department, military and public at 
large. If the prisoners are Kept in their 
proper places, we feel sure there will 
be no danger of any escapes, either with 
or without the assistance of any out- 
siders.

Mrs. Loulie M. Gordon spoke with en- 
thusiasm relative to the generous offer 
made by the Nationa! Kindergarten Asso- 
ciation, and expressed it as her desire that 
the work of establishing the kindergartens 
be begun in Georgia at She subse- 
quently stated to a representative of The 
Constitution that so great did she believe 
was the necessity of these schoo!s among 
the negro children, especially in the coun- 
try districts, that she, as an individual, 
would be willing to undertake the respon- 
sibility of establishing with Georgia's pro- 
portion of the proposed fund, the move- 
ment where it was most needed in the 
event that the educational league refused 
to do it. 

There is no doubt that if thts bopular 
woman undertook a movement so broadly 
philanthropic she would meet with that 
generous co-operation that accompanies her 
in all her undertakings, 

The question as to what assistance the 
fifth district division of the league should 
render the industrial department of the 
co-operative home was left unsettled, until 
a committee to be appointed later by the 
league could confer with the officers of the 
co-operative home and ascertain in just 
what way assistance would be more ac- 
ceptable. 

Miss Emily Harrison talked in an inter- 
esting vein of the advantage the indus- 
trial department of the home could be 
made to many young Women, and cited the 
incident of a case that she urged the Jadies 
of the league to take in hand, believing 
that the most good could be accomplished 
by boarding one or two such girls in the 
school than by any other means. 

Previous to the adjournment of the 
meeting Mrs. Gale introduced to the as- 
sembly Mrs. Charles N. MacLouth, of San 
Francisco, one of the leading club women 
of California, and one identified with all 
the philanthropic and progressive move- 
ments of that state. She told an interest- 
ing story of how she and a number of pub- 
lic-spirited women in Los ‘Angeles, de- 
termining to have industrial training in- 
troduced in the public grammar schools 
of that city, raised through amateur theat- 
ricals the sum of $3,000, which they offered 
to the educational board of the city to use 
as a nucleus in establishing industrial 
training in the schools. 

It was two years before their work was 
recognized, and at first only two branches 
of the industrial course were introduced. 
The experiment proved such a_e success 
that the earnest women workers who had 
inspired_it were gratified to see a com- 
plete system of manual training incorpo- 
rated with the public grammar _ school 
system. 

Mrs. MacLouth told with what wonder- 
fully good results the free kindergarten 
schools had been operated in California, 
and urged the ladies present to take ad- 
vantage of the money offered them by the 
National Free Kindergarten Association 
for the establishment of schools among the 
negro children. 

By request, Mrs. MucLouth touched upon 
the beautiful work done by the women of 
California for the soldiers of the Spanish- 
American war, and the distinct impression 
made by the First Tennessee regiment 
during their encampment there. 

She spoke of the generosity of one wo- 
man especially, a Mrs. Townshend, who, 
although a northern woman, gave more 
generously to the soldiers from the south 
than those of any other regiments. 
Through the Red Cross women workers 
of California she gave $30,000 toward the 
care of the American soldiers, not only in 
the relief work being done in and around 
Manila, but in the encampments of Call- 
fornia. 

Her assistance was always of a prac- 
tical nature, as in the case of that ren- 
dered the First Tennessee regiment. Pre- 
vious to their boarding the transports for 
Manila, Mrs. Townshend paid for the 
thorough washing and cleaning of all the 
bedding and clothing of the regiment, and 
the individual laundry of every private 
soldier. 

She paid for their transportation to and 
from the public baths the day of their de- 
parture, and gave the entire regiment a 
banquet, at the last moment presenting to 
the commanding officer, the gallant Colo- 
nel William Smith, one of the handsomest 
of swords with a jeweled beit. 

She had packed upon the transports im- 
mense quantities of evaporated California 
fruits, sufficient to last during the journey, 
and once a week gave to the soldiers en- 
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morning sickness, headache and rising 
breasts, shortens labor and preserves 
the mother’s girl-

Judve Candler denied yesterday that he 
said Thomas ought to be lynched, as he is 
quoted. 

“What I did sa,’ sald Judge Candler, 
“was that Themas was a fit subject for a 
lynching. This was sald as a jest and 
every one took it so, the prisoner himself 
laughing at the time. It was only a com- 
mentary on the statement of the prisoner, 
in which the said that he had come very 
rear beirg lynched on Peachtree street 
when he took a note to the Alhambra hotel 
to a young lady.” 

Judge Candler denied that the statements 
which were attriLuted to him were the re- 
marks he made, and said when he touched 
on the subject of Iynching he did not in- 
tend it to be taken seriously. 

Judge Candier said that it required much 
of the county’s money to prosecute Thomas, 
and that many people came to the courts 
yearly asking for his punishment. 

Albert Thomas known in At- 
lanta for many years as a shrewd trader 


has been 


in horses, of which he made a specialty. 
It is said that he usually succeeds in get- 
ting the best side of every trade and it fs 
frequent that he is arraigned in the justice 
courts of the county for various offenses. 

Thomas was indicted by the last grand 
jury for larceny, upon the instance of Dr. 
Julian Thomas, who had been trading with 
him, 

Dr. Thomas stated during the introduc- 
tion of testimony that Albert ‘had promised 
to buy for him a horse, buggy and harness 
for $110, and that he let him have the 
amount. The doctor said that he learned 
afterwards that Albert. had bought the 
horse, buggy and harness for $85, and that 
he had never accounted for the remainder. 

Albert was placed on the stand and he 
made a remarkable statement, which was 
largely in contradiction of the testimony of 
the witnesses, especially for the prosecu- 
tion. 

The negro stated that he had borrowed 
the money from Dr. Thomas and that he 
treated it as a loan and intended to pay it 
back, but was not given the opportunity. 
Judge Candler charged the jury, after the 
arguments had Leen made, and it required 
but a short time for the jurors to agree on 
a verdict of guilty.

That is, he is secur- 
ing a supply of dog tags, which he will 
sell to dog owners for $1.25 each. These 
tags, decorating a dog's neck, will indicate 
its privilege of walking the streets unmo- 
lested. Those without tags will be ar- 
rested forthwith. 

Since the dog question has been agitated 
City officials have ‘been receiving letters 
from numerous people in the city favoring 
the ordinance.
